‘s F you've been as curious as I have to 


know how the moving picture cartoons 

are made, you'll like reading this, If 

not, read jt anyway, for it won’t hurt you 
to acquire a little information on the subject, 
and I insist it’s no trouble to give it to you. 
On the contrary—a pleasure! 

The popular impression is, I believe, that 
the “ movie” cartoonist belongs in the cate- 
gory of natural wonders, being a lightning 
speed artist, working at the rate of 18,000

that the little five hundred feet of funny film 
you saw the other night in a space of about

“Whew!” said I when, leaning back in 
bis chair, in languid amusement at my igno- 
rance, Mr. Sidney Smith of Doc Yak, fame 
gave me the information.

To begin with, the motion picture com- 


pany anxious of releasing funny cartoons en- 
gages the artist, Then it takes the artist to 
a room where it sits him down, locks the 
door on him, and leaves him to cogitate, the 
object of this being that he may think of 
something funny. Left to his own devices, 
Mr. Artist begins the arduous task of think- 
ing. Somehow or other, though, his thinker 


_tefuses to work along the desired lines. The 


only things that come to his mind are the 
sad events which have prevented his life from 
being the gladsome dream it was never ia- 
tended to be. : , 

The bills he owes and the money he lost; 


_ his wife’s new hat and the price it cost; the 


man he knew who wasn’t square; the tonic 
that did not grow his hair; his dress suit 
that is getting tight; the cook who couldn’t 
cook—good night! high cost of living—O, gee 
whizz-y—this won't not do! He must get 
busy! 

And busy he gets, with the result that next 
day he harpoons an idea which he thinks will 
be good for five hundred feet.

And so it goes. As regards the scenery’ 


which flashes into view with. such startling 
rapidity, the actual drawing of it was a slow 
and tedious process—as you will realize when 
you know that sometimes it takes a minute 
to draw a straight line, The blocking in with 
black ink is a like process accomplished slow- 
ly with a broad pen or a brush. But slowly, 
always slowly. 

In real life you wouldn't think much of a 
smile that it took a person five or six or ten 
minutes to complete, would you? No. But 
in the “movie” cartoons this is the only 
smile that is a smile. 

I asked Mr. Smith to tell me how the 
process is accomplished whereby letters chase 
each other around themselves and finally ar- 
range themse]ves into words. He didn’t mind 
explaining that, either. The letters are 
pushed by the hand about a piece of paper 
under the camera, and after every push the 
hand is removed. The camera registers each 
move after it has been made, with the fesuit 
that on the screen the letters seem to be do- 
ing a lot of eccentric and interesting work all 
by themselves. . 

And you know when a pen seems to be 
running around drawing, with no assistance 
whatever? Well, after a line has been drawn 
the artist lays a pen point with the point just 
where the line has stopped. He then draws 
another line, and puts down the pen point 
again—always taking his hand away, you 
understand. 

“It’s been awfully interesting,” I said to 
Mr. Smith, “and certainly highly instructive. 
I only hope I may be able to write as clearly 


as yon have spoken.” ,

Even slightly rancid butter 
gives rise to many digestive disturbances. 
It is hard to be limited in space on this 
subject alone, for the number of common 
sense facts concérning the use of fats in 
cooking are Many. In making fine sautes 
only a little butter is cooked, the rest is 
added just before the sauceé Is takeh from 
the stove. It makes a great difference tn 
flavor and is no end more healthful.

Sometimes it 
ig the buyer and sometimes the seller, but 
for some reason the complaint is quite 
general among brokers of the unusual

Ali fruits and 
nuts must be perfectly dry before using, as 
moisture would be fatal to the process. 
Almonds must be blanched and then 
dried in a cool oven.
